2 Timothy, 4:1-2. “I charge thee there¬ 
fore before ' God. and the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who will judge the quick (living) 
and the dead at His appearing and His 
kingdom: Preach the Word: be instant 
in season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and doc¬ 
trine.” 

The apostle had come to the end 
of his life; he had finished his course. 
He was ready to be offered, the time of 
his departure had come. But there was 
still a tremendous work to be done. Men 
were still on their way to an eternal hell. 
Christians were still in need of exhor¬ 
tation, reproof and rebuke. The church 
was still in danger of being made a prey 
of false teachers and false doctrine. 

As the apostle views this from his 
place of confinement after the sentence 
of death has been pronounced on him, 
the burden of human need is heavy up¬ 
on him. This burden, so characteristic of 
the apostle Paul, forces from him this 
solemn charge, “. . . Preach the Word . . .” 

He calls Timothy’s attention to the 
fact that he is responsible before God, 


whose herald he is; and before the Lord 
Jesus Christ, who had paid the tremen¬ 
dous redemption price, even His own 
blood. Who became sin for us, that we 
might be made His righteousness; Who 
tasted death for every man that they might 
have life; Who suffered that we might 
reign; from whom the face of God was 
turned, that it might be turned to us; 
Who took the power from Satan that 
we might realize the power of God; Who 
was lowered to the brink of hell that we 
might be exalted to heaven; Who des¬ 
troyed the works of the devil that we 
might inherit the mansions of God in 
heaven. 

But not only this. The responsibility 
becomes more real as Paul turns from 
the past and present to the future. Jesus 
Christ is coming to judge. When He will 
come we do not know; but that He will 
come we know. Then He is going to judge 
both the living and the dead, those alive 
in Christ, and also the dead out of Christ. 
Then each person will face the conse-

Class 

For most of the students in this year’s 
class the studying of God’s Word and 
other related subjects is not too difficult.

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WHY CHRISTIAN EDUCATION? 


In the earliest days of Protestant sett¬ 
lement on this continent, the schools 
were basically those maintained by pas¬ 
tors of churches in connection with their 
pastoral duties. A few were maintained 
by teachers other than pastors, especially 
for teaching girls. But in all these schools 
the hornbook primer was based on the 
Bible, and the main textbook was the 
Bible. 

All of the early colleges were founded 
by churches for training their young- 
men as pastors. The first nonsectarian 
college — now the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania — was founded by Benjamin 
Franklin and others in 1740, over a cen¬ 
tury after the first church colleges. 

But from that beginning, changes were 
gradually made until now the state con¬ 
trols the greater part of education. With 
state control, religion and the Bible have 
been eased out of the curriculum to the 
point of complete exclusion. Secular edu¬ 
cators claim that religion cannot be taught 
successfully in public schools to Prote¬ 
stants, Catholics, Jews and the innumer¬ 
able other religions and sects. They say 
that in order to avoid embarrassment of 
some students, the public school must 
maintain complete silence on controversi¬ 
al religious matters. Thus they exclude 
all Bible and religion from the curricu¬ 
lum. 

Since nothing generates stronger emo¬ 
tions than religion, we may agree that the 
public schools, to avoid disastrous con¬ 
troversy, should maintain complete si¬ 
lence on religious matters. This they 
claim to do. But they have betrayed their 
trust! In practise they depart completely 
from this principle! They will not teach 
anything favoring religion: but they pro¬ 
pagate antireligious propaganda! 

The Christian faith is definitely theo- 
centric, spiritual. Public education is hu¬ 
manistic, materialistic, evolutionary. Chri¬ 
stianity places God first; they place man 


first. The Bible makes man a fallen 
creature needing redemption; they make 
man the acme of the universe. Christiani¬ 
ty places emphasis on the future life; 
they make the present life summum bon- 
um. The Bible makes the universe and its 
creatures the work of the omnipotent 
God; they make the universe the product 
of untold eons of evolution. 

Public education is not nonreligious: 
it is impious, antireligious! Of the ten 
textbooks, other than Englsh and liter¬ 
ature, approved in Manitoba for grades 
X and XI, general course, one states flat¬ 
ly that it is evolutionary; three are 
evolutionary without using the term; one 
is questionable; five are not evolutionary. 
But of the last five, four deal with sub¬ 
jects such that evolution could not pos¬ 
sibly be dragged into them. 

Newman Watts, English journalist, 
writes, “Every attack on the Christian 
faith made today has, as its basis, the 
doctrine of evolution.”* 

T. H. Huxley, the peer of evolutionists, 
is quoted: “Evolution, if consistently ac¬ 
cepted, makes it impossible to believe 
the Bible.” 

This is more clearly seen when one 
realizes that Neitzsche’s philosophy is 
based directly on Darwin’s evolutionary 
theory. 

Yet it is this devil’s brew that the 
public schools are feeding students under 
the guise of leaving religious matters 
strictly alone!

Teacher Training Classes 


“Suffer little children to come unto 
me.” “Peed my lambs.” These words of 
our Lord Jesus Christ express His con¬ 
cern for the children. The fact that His 
blood was shed for everyone, should spur 
us on to win the children for Him, be¬ 
cause more can be accomplished at this 
stage than when they are older. When 
we compare the thorough training that 
is needed for teachers of secular subjects 
whose results will usually last only a life¬ 
time, to the usual preparation of the Sun¬ 
day School teacher, whose work is done 
for eternity, we see that the proportion 
is greatly out of balance. It should show 
us the need of thorough preparation for 
our task. 

We had an opportunity to get some of 
this preparation during this past fall and 
winter, when Miss Twining of the Child 
Evangelism Fellowship gave teacher 
training classes every Monday evening 
in the Bible Academy. Before Christmas 
she gave us lectures on Child Evangelism 
and Visual Teaching; after New Year on 
Child Study and Sunday School A* 'i- 
stration.

Saviour as well as adults do 
our responsibility to help 
as early as possible and young 


lives to Him for service. Appropriate 
Scripture verses were memorized and 
hindrances were pointed out. The neces¬ 
sity of prayer was emphasized for with 
out it our efforts would be hopeless. 

In the Visual Teaching classes, flannel- 
ograph material and methods of using it 
were the main subjects. However, we 
were shown that it was not to be used for 
entertainment, but to make the Word of 
God clear, and to help the children memo¬ 
rize it, and to remember its lessons. The 
Bible is first and foremost, and the visual 
aids only a means to an end. Demonstra¬ 
tive lessons were given and preparation 
of lessons and material was discussed. 

To lead a child to Christ we must know 
both Christ, and the child. The Child 
Study lessons led us into an examination 
of the laws governing the nature and the 
growth of a personality. We were given 
an insight of the child’s characteristics at 
different stages of development and 
shown how his personality might be in¬ 
fluenced to develop a strong Christian 
character. 

The study of Sunday School Admini¬ 
stration showed us how to make our Sun¬ 
day School more efficient. Just as a bu¬ 
siness man wants efficiency in his busi¬ 
ness to get the most out of his invest¬ 
ments, so a Sunday School can be operat-

CHILDREN'S CLASSES 


People are beginning to realize that the 
way to stop juvenile delinquency, is to 
start instructing small children, the fu¬ 
ture generation. Unfortunately, however, 
most of them do not realize that their 
one and only hope is the blessed gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

In Steinbach, we are very fortunate in 
having a number of people who are vital¬ 
ly interested in Children’s Classes. We 
rest assured that even though immediate 
results may not be forthcoming, the 
seeds, which we sow in humbleness and 
subjection to God, will eventually blossom 
and bear fruit. 

With the exception of the one in the 
Emmanuel Mission church, the classes 
are held in different homes offered for 
this work. The attendance has usually 
been quite fair; some enthusiastic young¬ 


sters attend first one class at one place^ 
and then another in a different home. 

Since the main objective in these clas¬ 
ses is to make clear the need for person¬ 
al salvation, and how this need may be 
filled by the acceptance of the Lord Je¬ 
sus, the lesson is taught with this in mind. 

Though the teaching method may vary 
with the different teachers, all use flan¬ 
nel graph pictures to illustrate the les¬ 
son. A child will remember more of what 
it sees than of what it hears. Therefore 
this method is very satisfactory, besides 
being a novelty for most of the children. 

Teaching a class of little children is 
more important than some people think. 
Somehow standing before a group of ea¬ 
ger, expectant faces, you tremble lest what

Since landing here we have been quite 
busy at learning the language ot' the Cree 
Indians. Our work here consists of mak¬ 
ing home visitations, teaching Sunday 
School and conducting services. We also 
help the neighbors in doing such work 
as: fishing, sawing wood etc. No charge 
is made for these services. The learning 
of the language is difficult, but by God’s 
grace we will be victorious. Studying the 
Cree language is very interesting. It dif¬ 
fers a great deal from the English, Ger¬ 
man or Ukrainian. Knowledge of Ger¬ 
man is, however^ of great value. 

The natives here know a fair amount 
of English and also some French. There 
are quite a number of languages being 
used, but the main languages spoken are 
Cree and Chippewyn: the latter being- 
farther north. 

These people are steeped in sin and 
shame. They are sick in body and soul 
with no peace or joy in heart or mind. 
The only hope for them is Jesus Christ! 
We tell them that it is not Protestantism 
nor Romanism that will cure them, but 
Christ!

Greetings in the name of “Him who 
loved us and gave Himself for us.” How 
good it is to serve a Master, who died 
for our sins and who is with us always, 
“even unto the end of the world!” I 
praise the Lord for giving me the privile¬ 
ge of serving Him here in the Ozarks. 

My co-worker, Grace Taylor, and I are 
in charge of the schools in a county where 
the mission has never worked before. 
Thirty-five schools have been opened to 
us. and we go in once a month to give a 
half-hour programme. We present our 
Bible memory work in which the pupils 
can learn 3 00 verses for Bible camp, or 
fewer verses for different awards. We 
teach them a chorus, a Bible verse and 
a Bible story, both the latter with the 
flannelgraph. We are not allowed to 
make comments on the Bible, according 
to the law; so we just tell the story simp¬ 
ly, and pray that the Holy Spirit will con¬ 
vict hearts and lives. God has promised 
to honour His Word. Most of the teachers 
are quite receptive to the work, but a few 
are indifferent. In one school the teacher 
timed us very strictly, and reminded us 
not to comment on the Bible. We had to 
watch ourselves very carefully, but we 
definitely felt God’s presence. It has been 
a joy to hear boys and girls repeating 
verses to us, when we returned to the 
schools the second time. 

Besides the school work, Grace and I 
have taken over the Sunday School work 
in Briartown. We have four classes with 
average attendance of thirty-five. I have 
the young people’s and adult class, and I 
covet your prayers, for this is a great 
responsibility. Five of these young peop¬ 
le are saved, and the non-christians come 
quite irregularly. 

Another ministry in Briartown is to 
make house visitations. Once we visited 
an old Indian who was very sick. We sang, 
prayed, and read the Bible to him. After 
we had been there the second time, rela¬ 
tives told us that he had prayed for a 
whole hour after we left, and that he had 
been saved. We do not know whether 
that was a result of our visit, but we 
praise the Lord for that report. 

Please pray that the Lord will give the 
pupils a willingness and joy to memorize 
verses, and that many will be saved 
through them. Pray also for the child 
evangelism class that we have in Porum 
every Wednesday, that the children will 
accept Christ through these lessons.

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PREPARATORY TRAINING 



“Here am I; send me.” 

Little did I realize what that could 
mean in my life when I first dedicated 
it to the Lord. Nor do I fully realize it 
yet. One thing I do know, however, and 
that is, that if we draw nigh to the Lord 
He will draw nigh to us. He has been 
very precious to me since I came to Kans¬ 
as City. 

There are twenty-two candidates at the 
headquarters of Gospel Missionary Union 
now. We ail help to keep the house run¬ 
ning smoothly. Even missionaries wash 
the dishes, sweep the floors, and do the 
laundry. There is a print shop down¬ 
stairs and some will help to put out the 
monthly prayer letter, the Gospel Mes¬ 
sage, and any other printing that is be¬ 
ing done. 

The people that are going to South 
America have an hour class every day 
Monday through Friday. Our teacher is 
Mrs. Olson, a retired missionary from 
Ecuador. She not only teaches us the 
grammar but also to read the New Tes¬ 
tament in Spanish. Sometimes she will 
instruct us in the ways and customs of 
the people to whom we are going. 

My first spiritual assignment was a 
Sunday School class at the City Union 
Mission. Being new in the city, I was ap¬ 
palled by the slums that my pupils came 
from. I was put in charge of the nursery 
department which had two classes last 
fall but has increased to four now. I love 
those dirty little ragamuffins and it al¬ 
most breaks my heart to see the homes 
they grow up in and the training they get. 
Yet the Lord can draw even these to Him¬ 
self and it gladdens us to hear them say, 
“Teacher, I love Jesus, too; don’t you?” 

Another phase of work here is among 
the colored folks. Only two blocks from 
here marks the beginning of the district 
where thousands of them live. There are 
a number of Child Evangelism classes 
being conducted and I certainly enjoy 
mine. They are a class of intermediate 
girls and they will ask questions. I was 
telling them one day about their names 
being written in the Lamb’s Book of 


Life and one of the girls asked if one’s 
name were taken out if one were to hide 
unconfessed sin. 

Then I was told about a sick woman in 
the neighborhood who would like some¬ 
one to read and pray with her. I have 
been to sea her almost every week since. 
She seems to have a greater desire for 
companionship than for spiritual things, 
but she loves to have people pray. It is 
very difficult, however, to tell such peop¬ 
le that they are lost and need a Saviour. 
She certainly needs our prayers. 

I have also had several opportunities 
to go out in a group for services in diffe¬ 
rent churches in and around Kansas City. 
The most interesting trip that we as a 
trio made was with Mr. and Mrs. Shidler 
to Whitewater, Kansas, for a week-end. 

We have had several conferences here 
at the Gospel Missionary Union on the 
deeper Christian Life. These have brought 
me to the realization of what a Christian’s 
life can and should be. I have indeed 
been richly blessed and my prayer is 
found in Psalm 27:4: “One thing have I 
desired of the Lord, that will I seek 
after; that I may dwell in the house of 
the Lord all the days of my life, to behold 
the beauty of the Lord, and to inquire in 
his temple.”

quences of his decisions made while here 
on the earth. What will be the degree of 
reward, or of punishment? Will it be 
eternal glory? or eternal damnation? 
These decisions depend on the hearing of 
the Word, and the understanding of it, 
Mt. 13:19-23. Will they bear much fruit? 
Or be fruitless to be cut off and burned? 
Will they enter heaven, or sink into hell? 
Timothy, it depends on you!! God de¬ 
pends on you to “preach the Word”; 
sinners depend on you to hear the Word; 
saints depend on you to be fed by the 
Word! So Timothy^ “Preach the Word: 
be instant in season, out of season;” “Be 
urgent whether the times be prosperous 
or adverse, whenever there is an oppor¬ 
tunity; and when there is none, strive to 
make one. The Judge is at the door, and 
to every man eternity is at hand! Where- 
ever thou meetest a sinner, speak to him 
the Word of reconciliation. Do not be 
contented with stated times and accus¬ 
tomed places merely; all time and place 
belong to God, and are proper for His 
work. Wherever it can be done, there it 
should be done. Satan will omit neither 
time or place where he can destroy. O- 
mit thou none where thou mayest be the 
instrument of salvation to any.” (Clarke). 

Moreover, it is the Word that convicts 
of sin t that arrests the sinner who is in 


the clutches of Satan; the means by 
which he is freed, transformed and trans¬ 
ferred from the power of Satan into the 
kingdom of His Son. The Word is the 
power of God unto salvation to everyone 
that believeth. It is the Word that makes 
sinners into saints, that creates anew in 
Christ Jesus. It is the Word that cleanses 
the sinner and the saint alike. It is the 
Word that strengthens the inner man, 
builds him up in the faith and enables 
for service; that snatches from hell and 
exalts into heaven.

have more vividly seen the dire need of 
bringing the Gospel to those who know 
not the Lord Jesus. We have come to un¬ 
derstand more clearly what the Saviour 
meant when He said: “Lift up your eyes 
and look on the fields: for they are white 
already unto harvest;” and again, “the 
harvest truly is great but the labourers 
are few.” Seeing this woeful need we 
have said in our hearts; “If you want me 
to go, Lord, here am I; send me.” 

Our study of Child Evangelism has im¬ 
pressed us with the marvellous opportuni¬ 
ty, yet tremendous responsibility of win- 
n ; ng children to Christ before they drift 
into the world. It is so much easier to 
win them now. Besides the definite state¬ 
ments in the Bible, the permanent re¬ 
sults of tlrs phase of evangelism also in¬ 
dicates that it must be Scriptural. Accord¬ 
ing to statistics a smaller percentage of 
child converts fall away than of grown¬ 
ups, and a larger percentage go to fill 
the gaps in unevangelized fields. 

Exeges's, a thorough study of certain 
selected books of the Bible, has aided to 
personally discover, under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit, more of the inex- 
haustable truths of God’s Word. 

Another subject of interest and im¬ 
portance has been Mennonite History. 
It has given us a more comprehensive 
view of the trials, temptations, discour¬ 
agements and victories experienced by 
our forefathers. 

Church History is another invaluable 
study. Seeing how the church developed 
and how heresies crept in, we have again 
been impressed with the imperativeness 
of going to the Bible alone as our final 
court of appeal; not to man’s opinions. 


Of great benefit has been the study of 
the reasons why Christianity spread so 
rapidly at the beginning. Some of these 
reasons were: they expected the speedy 
return of the Lord: they were convinced 
that all those without Christ are lost; 
they lived pure consecrated lives; and 
last but not least, God was with them. 
These dynamic qualities are lacking to 
a large extent in present day Christianity. 
That is why the major part of the Church 
is lukewarm and practically dead today. 

Not to be left unmentioned are the 
weekly prayer meetings. Blessed minutes 
have been spent before the throne of 
grace. Together we expressed our hearts 
desires to Him. whose ears are ever open 
to the cry of' the soul, trusting in His 
faithfulness and hungering for His 
righteousness. 

Truly we have been feasting on the 
Word of God. A greater responsibility 
now rests upon us. Will we be faithful 
with our trust? Lord, by Thy grace we 
will.
